Sue Choy, coordinator for the INS Asian 
Pacific Outreach program, said that re- 
Sponse from Asians to her workshops and 
forums has been promising: 

“Whoever comes to my forums leaves 
happy and satisfied, with all their questions 
about amnesty answered,”said Choy. 

”The upcoming May deadline for amnesty 
applications, though irksome toTamayo and 
Hui, who are pushing for an extension into 
1989, was acceptable to Choy, who believed 
the time period was adequate to Teach 
Asians in the community. 

Davis Said he strongly opposes any 
extension to the application period because 
“it plays into the hands of those who are not 
ImOoving Swiftly.” 

But according to Tamayo, the encroach- 
ing deadline will result in thousands of 
hastily prepared applications, and even 
more who will not apply because commu- 
nity agencies have not had the time to allay 
their fears about being deported. 


EXPLOITABLE ALIENS 

Tamayo warmed that enforcing the May 
deadline will result in “large numbers of 
highly exploitable undocumented aliens. 
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Linda Wong of the Mexican American 
Legal Defense aad Educational Fund in Los 
Angeles, while agreeing that the application 
period ought to be extended, stressed that 
the extra time alone was not sufficient to 
attract more Asian applicants， 

Wong cited “substantive obstacles” im 


the immigration law that made ithard for 
Asians to obtain legalization once they 
Submitted applications. 

She said that the clause requiring that the 
jllegal status of an alien be “knownto the 
govermment” in order to apply for amnesty 
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has been narrowly interpreted by the INS 
to mean that the INS itself must have 
records of the alien's illegal status. 

But according to Wong, many Asian 
immigrants Who violated the terms of their 
visas should be able to obtain amnesty 下 
other government agencies, not necessarily 
the IRS, are awaie of the violation . 

“Forthe vast majority of Asian immi- 
grants who came here with temporary 
Visas, it is much easier for them to Present 
evidence from the Department ofEduca- 
tion or the 耻 S to meet the eligibility Te- 
duirements of the amnesty law.， The INs 
Imust change their interpretation of the 
phrase known to goverInment to include 
these other government organizationS, 
Said Wong. 

Emphasizing that “the more people we 
legalize, the better off we are, economi- 
cally and socially”Wong warned that the 
amnesty program continues at its CUrrent 
rate, it wil not accomplish what it Set OUt 
to do. 

“The way it is now, we lend up with 
as many people left out of the program 3S 
those let in.

I still have an 
old yellowing newspaper photo of the six 
of us Chinese Lantern Dancers captioned

show in town. Our only competition was 3 
family of girls whose youngest would sing 
“Chinatown My Chinatown ”and tap dance 
atthe same time after which the older sister 
would sing“Smoke Gets in My Eyes.” We 
thought they were too Americanized and 
Stuck to the traditional stu 仁 . 

But back to parades. Igrew Up with 
parades. The Rose Parade, the day atfter 
Thanksgiving Parade, even Small suburban 
parades. Our role models were the %t 
Mary's Drum and Bell Corps from SFE. 
One year OUI commuiiity managed to raise 
enough money to bring them up to Portland 
for aparade. It was a big deal. I guess 
parades are a Symbol of how healthy 3 
community js: Whether Or not they have 
the abijlity to gather up a group of people， 


usually kids, getthem to practice Some kind 
of routine or play music, and then raise the 
money and people power to make/buy 
costumes and getthem out there in the 
Street at the right time. 

Watching aparade is fun. The kind of 
excitement that a happy crowd generates 
that is definitely contagious. And when 
you put a litte planning into the actb like 
blankets, chairs, a good location and food 
there'"s miothing qulte like it Except being 
in the parade. When you march in a parade 
you become part of an amazing event 3 
happening, a great big mass of humanity all 
striving for the same goal 一 to finish the 
parade, to entertain the crowds and to avoid 
the horse droppings, (Never march behind 
the horses without two cushmen and always 
ask if there will be elephants before you 
agree to mmarch.) 

Producing KTSEF'S (Ch. 26) coverage 
of the Chinese New Year Parade this year 
brought back all those memories of my old 
parade days. (And luckily for the marchers 
there are no horses or elephants.) In a 
Successful attempt to bring the SF commu- 
nity back into that parade this year, Parade 
Chairman Wayne Hu convinced AT & Tto 
underwrite the costs of building a pair of 
baby dragons. Hu got SF artist and 
Sculptor Ruth Asawa to organize the project 
and she has done an impressive job of it. 

And the most amazing thing about it is 
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that the entire Student body of Clarendon 
Alternative Elementary Schoolhas contrib- 
uted either to the construction or to the 
operation of these dragons. The design of 
the dragon heads was a composite of 
drawings the children submitted to Asawa 
in early January. Aiko Kunio, Asawa S 
daughter then designed the costumes taking 
into account durability, ease of movement， 
ease of construction, cost and waterproof- 
ability.“Wse used plastic, contact paper， 
mylar and lots and lots of velcro，Kunio 
Said laughing.“We also had to split up all 
that tasks so that all $06 children would 
have arole.” 

Asawa and Kunio even ingeniously 
figured out what to do with the AT & 工 
Wires that the company donated to the 
cause. They had the first graders wind the 
wires into Springs which the parents then 
made into donut-shapes and stuck onto the 
Surface of the two dragons pearls. 

Principal Beverly Jimenez found that 
the project has enabled the school s two 
Separate educational programs 一 the 
Japanese Bilingual Bicultural Program and 
the Second Community Program 一 to 
work together for the first time. “We also 
managed to integrate the project into almost 
every aspect of the School curriculum. 
Cutting the patterns became a math 
assignment, learning about Chinese New 
Year's and Chinese dragons was SOcial 
studies, and reading and writing Stories 
about dragons were done in the literature 
classes”Jimenez related. 

The dragons, which are comprised of 
14-16 children each and one adult head 
carrier, are a wonder to modern materials 
and good old fashioned ingenuity. Claren- 
don parent Terry Lanier who is also 
Asawa's daughter-in-law accepted the 
herculean task of choreographer. “We knew 
wedidn't want the children all connected 
because 让 they tripped they'd be all down 
on the ground, so wedesigned the costumes 
and choreography in such a way as to make
